yew Winted That Visit of the United 
States Cruiser Montgomery to the 
west African Coast Was Occasioned 
py the Overtures of the Liberian 
Government—Reasons for Fear That 
France Has Designs Upon the Ter- 
ritory-Explanation by Official. 


LONDON, Dec. 29.—It has been learned 
hat the United States cruiser Montgomery's

French Designs Suspected.

MANILA, Dec. 29.—General Otis has sent 
a dispatch to the War department at Wash-

oners and a large quantity of arms and am- 
munition. The dispatch is as follows: 
“Colonel Lockett, with a regiment, two 
battalions. of the Forty-sixth (Colonel 
Schuyler), one of the Forty-fifth (Colonel 
Dorst), and a company of the Twenty- 
seventll Infantry, with two guns under 
Captain Van Deusen, attacked the enemy 
600 strong, on a mountain stronghold be- 
yond Mont Alban, northeast of San Mateo.

‘* Lockett captured one cannon, forty rifles, 
20,000 rounds of ammunition, 500 pounds of 
powder, arsenal fortifications, all food sup- 
plies, and considerable other property.

M’MASTER’S VIEW OF COLONIES. | 


Pennsylvania Educator Says They Are 
Outside the Constitution and Con- 
gress Must Fix a Government. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 29.—[Special. }~The 
ast day’s meeting of the American Histori- 
Cal society was held in Sanders Theater, 
Harvard University, today. The President, 
James Forbes Rhodes, presided, and the 
Principal paper was read by Professor John 
Bach M¢Master of the Wniversity of Penn- 
Sylvania, It was entitled, “The Govern- 
ment of Foreigners.”’ 

The speaker dwelt on the difficulties of 
S0verning the new possessions which,had 
come as a result of the recent war.” He 
pointed out the fact that the main question 
to be settled at present was whether we 
should allow the new possessions the same 
form of government as that in vogue in 
America, or give them a colonial govern- 
ment different from our own. 

Professor McMaster pointed out that in the: 
past the foreign element in our country had 
come to us df its own free will; because it 
was dissatisfied with the conditions at home. 
The land which had been settled heretofore, 
although wild and primitive, was contiguous 
to our Own settlements. Therefore, it was 
impossible for any other then our forms of 
government to grow up. 

“In the new possessions,” he said, we 
find ourselves in an instant with 8,000,000 
peopie on our hands who are foreigners to 
us, who never have, possibly never sae Bee 
us or our country. 


are foreign tous This is not the setting up 
of a government in a wilderness. 
are familiar with. Are they under our con- 
stitution, or are they without it? Histori- 
cajly, they are outside of it. When the 
war of independence was under way Con- 
gress proposed to take territory outside of 
the United States and to devote it to the pay- 
ment of the war debt. It was afterwards 
proposed to take this territory into the 
United States. This was objected to by the 
people of the thirteen States. — 

‘ When the territory acquired from France 
was taken into the United States many of the 


| provisions of the constitution were not ob- 


served, and laws in violation of these pro- 
visions were in force. Under the treaty with 
France, when Louisiana was acquired, regu- 
lations for the govern 
were adopted in violatio 
The argument was that fhe territory was 
outside of the provisions of the constitution. 
And this contention has been upheld by the 
Supretne Court. I* follows from this that 
our new possessions are outside of the con- 
stitution of thé United States, and Congress 
is at liberty to use its authority in governing 


for -it-to do what ts just and right.”’

CREDITORS PROFIT BY FAILURE. 


Land Assigned to Chicago Firms Nets 
- Nearly Nine Times Amount of Their 
Claims on J. E. Stevens...

A suit filed in the Circuit Court by H. N. 
Higinbotham recites that creditors of J. E. 
Stevens profited 850 per cent by his failure in 
1869. Mr. Higinbotham has sued the suc- 
cessors of Field, Leiter & Co., J. V. Farwell 
& Co., C. M. Henderson & Co.. and White 
Brosi.& Co. for permission to sell and divide 
the proceeds of nearly 5,000 acres of land in 
Oconto County, Wis., given in trust for the 
firms on the failure of Mr. Stevens at St. 
Joseph, Mich. 

The land was turned over to Mr. Higin- 
botham to administer as trustee for the four 
firms. mentioned. It was covered with tim- 
ber, but was in an inaccessible region and 
thirty years ago was of little value. Develop- 
ment of northern Wisconsin made the tim- 
ber salable and by the end of 1886 Mr. Higin- 
botham had divided in profits among the 
firms $108,925, though the original indebted- 
ness was only $12,749. 

Second growth timber now covers the 
land and Mr. Higinbotham thinks the time 
opportune to sell. The proceeds of the sale 
will increase the 850 per cent profit already 
made.

COURT-MARTIAL FOR SHUFELDT. 


Retired Officer to Be Tried for Disobed- 
ience in Connection with Ali- 
mony Case. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 29.—The War de- 
partment has accepted the challenge of Cap- 
tain R. W. Shufeldt, U. 8S. A., retired, and 
has transmitted all the papers referring to 
the case of the officer to Major General Mer- 
ritt, commanding the Department of the 
East, at New York, for court-martial pro- 
ceedings. 

Several days ago the Adjutant General, by 
direction of the Secretary of War, ordered 
Captain Shufeldt to place himself within the 
jurisdiction of the civil courts of Maryland, 
before which that officer. was the defendant 
in divorce proceedings.

His attorney said his client had recently 
been declared’ bankrupt by the courts of the 
District of Columbia and consequently was 
relieved from the payment of the alimony, 
decreed by the Maryland court, amounting 
to date to $600.

Few Failures in Year. — 


Failure statistics point to the smallest 
number reported for seventeen years. 
These results have come to pass in the face 


wheat and an immense falling off in the yield 
of cotton. With the exception of marked 
speculative activity in the latter during the 
early months of the present season, specula- 
tion on the leading exchanges has been most 
largely confined to stecks and securities. 
In industrial affairs the year has been one 
of enormous expansion. Certainly nothing

was such an expansion in our manufactured 
exports that the entire export trade of the 
year will considerably exceed that of the 
last calendar year, which was the heaviest 
recorded, and make the year no less notable 
in the line of foreign than in domestic trade, 


an aggregate which, if 
reached, will mark a gain of 3 per cent over 
the record total of 1898, ‘ 
Imports have naturally shown a marked 
revival and if the gain for the eleven months 
is maintained for the month of December, a 
total little below $800,000,000 may be expect- 
ed, which would guarantee a total foreign 


trade well in excess of - $2,000,000,000, an 


amount which never has been equaled. 

As to exports, it is to be noted that nearly 
one-third of all are of manufactured prod- 
ucts, a proportion never before reached:
